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AMUSEMENTS FOR BOYS. 
Why should the most critical era in 
the lite of those who are to be men and 


to gevern society, be passed in a sort of 


outlawry,—arude warefure with all ex- 
tsting institutions? The years .be- 
tween ten and twenty are full of ner- 
vous excitabitity which marks’ the 
growth and maturing of manly nature. 
The boy feels wild impulses, which 
ought to be vented in legitmate and 
healthful exercises. Ife wants torun, 
shout, wrestle, ride, row, skate; and 
all these together are often not suf- 


cient to relieve the need he feels of 


throwing off the excitability that burns 
within. 

For the want of this period what 
safe provision is made by the Church, 
or by the State, or any of the boys’ 
lawful educators? In all the Prussian 
schools amusements are as mach a 
part of the regular school-system as 
grammar or geography. The teacher 
is with the boys on the play-ground, 
and plays as heartily as any of them. 
The boy has his physical wants antici- 
pated. Heis not left to fight his way, 
blinding stumbling, against society, 
but goes forward in a safe path, which 
his elders and betters have marked out 
for him. 

In our country the boys career is of- 
ten a series of skirmishes with society. 
He wants to skate and contrives ingen- 
ously to dam the course of a brook, 
and flood a meadow which makes a 
splendid skating ground. ‘Great is 
the joy for a season, and great the 
skating. But the water floods the 
neighboring cellars. The boys are 
cursed through all the moods and tens- 
es,—boys are such a plague! The 
dam is torn down with emphasis and 
execration. The boys, however, lie in 
wait some cold night, between twelve 
aud one, and build it up again; and 
thus goes on the battle. The boys 
care not whose cellar they. fiood, be- 
cause nobody cares for their amuse- 
ment. They understand themselves to 
be outlaws, and take an outlaw’s. ad- 
vantage. 

It would be cheaper in the end; even 
if one had to build sliding-piles as tney 


do in Russia, or to build skating-rinks, 


as they do in Montreal,—It would be 


cheaper for every city, town. and 


village to provide legitimate amuse- 
ment for boys, under proper superin- 
tendence, that to leave them as they 
are now left, to fight their way against 
society. | 

In the boys’ acidemies of our coun- 
try, what provision is made for amuse- 
ment? There are stringent rules, and

MUTTON VS. PORK. 
In my view wool never will be prof- 
itable while the wool alone is the source 
of profit. When the leading object is 
the production of mutton for food, 


‘then wool will, as an incident, come in 


to render the growing of sheep the , 
most remunerative of all husbandry to 
the extent of capital employed in 
growth. No system. of available agri- 
cuiture can be extensive without sheep. 
On the sheep in England rests the suc- 
cess of all plow production. There 
wool is the incident. of mutton, and 
mutton the main object. This can only 
be where mutton is the great animal food. A 
wool growing country, where both 
land and agricultural produce are high, 
must now eat mutton and not pork. 
New England needs to substitute mut- 
ton for pork as the animal food for her 


population. “When she does this her 


people will cat more- animal - food, 
their arable agriculture will be im- 
proved, and wool will be profitable as 
then the whole sheep will be economized, and 
capital turned often. 

When our country has substituted 
mutton for pork, as their chief animal- 
food, they will improve in health and 
physical force; then wool will protect 
itself and not need legislation to aid it. 
and the interests of both grower and 
manufacturer will not be in conflict, 
but in harmony.—<Amébrose Stevens, in
